IRRIGATION 


CONFERENCE 


Congressmen Newlands Interest- 


ed in a Vital Prob- 


lem. 


At 3 o'clock yesterday Afternoon 


there was a meeting at Bryan ball to 
consider the question of water storage 
in Wasboe Valley and tbe State. It* 
meeting was called by Goaf reetin»n 
Newlandt, who IB on bis way to tbe 
Irrigation Congress wbiob me«ti At 
Ohioage on tbe 21st of November, 


Mr. Newlanda stated that both na- 


tional platforms bad declared for the 
reclamation of arid lands; tbat tbe Re- 
publican platform bad iaferentinlly, 
and the Democratic platform expressly 
declared for tbe storage of water by 
the national government. Tbe purpose 
in calling tbe meeting wae to aioertain 
tbe views of bis constituents upon tbe 
subject. He etated tbat a national 
scheme of storage involving nil the 
head waters of tbe Truokee river would 
require a gre.it deal of urns for elabor- 
ation; tbat the government was not 
accustomed to push each matters with 
the energy of individual enterprises; 
that it would require careful estimates 
and suiyeys before uuderukijg any 
work. 


Tbe question wan whether the people 


wished all the storage of tbe Truokee 
river to be under national control, or 
whether they wished a part of it at 
least to be absolutely under their own 
oontrol. He stated tbat be acquired 
years ago, Donner Like, with the 
understanding tbat tbe people of tbe

was in securing co-operation. 


Mr. Beck, Major Long, Mr. Binkls 


and Captain Linsoott expressed ibeir 
views. 
Captain Linsoott, who bat 


been recently engaged in the division 
of th* Census Bureau relating to irii- 
gation, gave it as bis opinion tbat the 
co-operative eoheme of effort would be 
much more desirable than national 
oontrol, so far as the Traokee river 
was concerned. 


Mr. Smith stated tbat be would take 


op the matter with the users of power 
on the river and see what they would 
do in the way of co-operative effort, 
and then would communicate with the 
irrigation ditch owners. 


Mr. Newlands expressed oonfldoace 


in national action, but said it was not 
probable that large expenditures would 
be made until the war expensai were 
at an end; she people were ohafflnpt 
under tbe war revenue, tax, and that 
Congress at this session would doobt- 
leiu make many reductions, and that 
unless the large war expenditure? in 
tbe Philippines ended soon, it would 
not be possible to secure very lar,se 
appropriations.
